Tbe etateinent IsTrccjuently made by 
tbe I’nltcd State* po^itllce aulborltle* 
that Kentucky Is far behind the other , 
Stales lo it* application for rural free 
delivery. It Is also a notorious fact 
that Lincoln county Is behind tbe other 
Blue Gras* counties In lu application* 
(or this delivery, 

Kentucky and Lincoln couuty are es- 
pecially adairted fur ihl* service, a* 
their (dke* are among the very beat lo 
tbe world, and the ptistal authorities 
require good roads before a free deliv 
ery service will be established on any 
route. 

To secure this service tbe only re- 
quirement I* lo get IDO or more beads 
of families living on a proposed route 
to sign a petition, asking the poatollice 
department to grant it. 

After tbe department has granted tbe 
service on a particular route those who 
desire their mail delivered thereon 
must erect boxes at their front gates; 
the** boxes are approved by tbe gov- 
ernment and cost from •! to Kl. Tbe 
de|iarimenl has approved some 15 dif- 
ferent boxea, and one of these must be 
erected. Thus the only cost to persons 
living on a route will be the first oust 
of a box. After tbe service ba* been 
put lo on a route the poatofllce depart- 
ment appoint* a carrier. This carrier 
I* paid by tbe government. Ul* duties 
•re to go over tbe route once every day, 
Sunday excepted, deliver all mall lb tbe 
various boxes, and uke up all letter* 
and paper* for mailing, and sell stamp* 
and posloRloe money order*.
